Political campaigns are being 
whipped into high gear this week, 
as 15 candidates for five Select- 
men’s seats face less than four 
weeks of all-out activity.

Policy Explained 

Even as individual candidates 
got well into their planning, a 
committee that last year cam- 
paigned actively for the new 
charter announced its plans for this 
year. 

Theodore Burtt, 68 Whittier st., 
chairman of the committee, 
that his organization 
urge the voters to choose 
candidates who do not now hold 
public office. 

“No present elected official’’, 
Mr. Burtt continued, ‘‘has indicated 
anything but opposition to the 
manager plan.

Only 60 men and women have 
registered since last October, with 
a small portion of the group actual- 
ly registering in the pre-election 
meetings now underway. 

Two more’ opportunities to 
register are available — tomorrow 
night at Peabody House on Phil- 
lips st., from 7-9; and at the town 
hall Feb. 10 from noon to 10 p.m. 

Many political observors had 
believed that registrations would 
be heavy, with a large field of 
candidates for Selectman. 

The last session, however, 
usually attracts a large turn-out, 
which is Shpeoves this year.

“What You Should Know  |No Pay Raise 


For Selectmen 


Selectman Sidney P. White has 
refuted claims that the Selectmen 
has raised their own pays in the 
budget to be presented to town 
meeting March 7. 

He said the budget figure is at 
the rate of $1,000 per Sslectman 
for the year 1959 — the pay now 
existing. White said the amount of 
money ‘for Selectmen’s salaries is 
sufficient to pay three Selectmen 
at this rate for January and Feb- 
ruary and to pay all five Selectmen 
after the election March 2. 

This will continue until Dec. 31, 
1959, he stated. 


At that time, there will be no 
money, and no pays for the Select- 
men until the March, 1960, town 
meeting establishes a rate of pay. 

White explained that there is no 
way to tell how much time will be 
demanded of the Selectmen, once 
the town manager has taken office 
and become used to the job. But 
he predicted that, as a policy- 
making board entirely, the Select- 
men will spend far less time than 
is now the case. With this in mind, 
he continued, it seems fair to the! 
present Selectmen to allow the 
1960 salaries to be set by the 
manager and town meeting. 

The $1,000 yearly salaries of 
the three assessors have been 
continued in the budget, he stated, 
because they will serve until a 
manager takes office and makes 
appointments to those offices. 

‘*We won’t shed any tears over 
it’’, he continued, when asked to 
comment on the possibility that 
town meeting will be asked to 
approve token salaries of $200 for 
the Selectmen. Reports have been 
recently heard that this move will 
be suggested, on the 
the j B will require far less time 
than formerly.

EDITORIAL THOUGHTS 
He Wants To Be A Hero 


This business of selecting two or three firms to bid on 
town jobs, when there are many other firms equally qua- 
lified to bid, looks like a circumvention of a town rule on 
biding procedures. 

Last week we ran a news story describing how the bids 
were received on the town reports and the Finance Com- 
mittee reports. Selectman Stafford Lindsay simply called’ 
two Andover, and one Boston, firm and asked for prices. 
The request for bids was not advertised, so that all print- 
ers capable of printing the reports could submit competi- 
tive bids. 

There are six printers listed in the telephone directory 
under the heading of offset printing; and we know that 
there are many others within reach of a published call for 
bids. It seems sertain that better prices could be obtained 
if more firms had been given the opportunity. 

But That Isn’t All 

If this manner of soliciting bids, on a personal basis, 
was not bad enough, now we are informed that the re- 
quested prices were not supposed to be for the actual 
printing jobs in the first place. 

In a news story this week, the Townsman quotes Select- 
man Sidney P. White as stating that the prices were ob- 
tained ‘‘for guidance’’ in determining how much money 
should be appropriated at the town meeting. In his opinion, 
the so-called bids were only for that purpose and were not 
meant to be considered as the bids on the basis of which 
the jobs would be awarded. 

He states that the decision to award the contracts was 
made by two other members of the Board, while he wanted 
to publish a call for bids as is customary procedure with 
most boards and departments. 

It has also been brought to light that the same select- 
man who called for the bids called the printers involved to 
announce the awards of the contracts — but his announced 
decisions had to be recalled when the Finance Committee 
found that the actual low bidder on its report was not the 
same firm notified by the selectman. : 

He’s A Hero 

This business of personal solicitation of bids, then 
calling the low bidder to announce the award, could easily 
be a political device designed to leave the impression 
that the person doing the calling is really responsible for 
the favorable action. This has happened in many communi- 
ties and has been done by many men, over the years. 

But is it right? 

Should the town be subject to the penalty of receiving 
bids from fewer firms than would like to bid, which may 
result in getting prices that are not the lowest possible 
prices? 

We say not. 

In our opinion, the call for any bids should be wide- 
spread, so that interested firms anywhere within the range 
of the call can submit their quotations, This way, the low 
price will actually be low — not just the lowest of two or 
three. 

Let’s take the personal factor out of competitive bid- 
ding, a step that would make it possible for the town to 
operate at the lowest possible cost on any job that goes 
out to bid.

The Taxpayers’ Association should be complimented in 


choosing a number of new directors, who should be able to

add much in the way of common sense to the Association’s 


deliberations. 


There unfortunately has been a feeling throughout the 


town 


that the Association actually is the convenient 


vehicle through which a handful of men can speak their 
thoughts, and that their opinions are enhanced by the 
apparent support of large numbers of people as dues- 


paying members. 


Now there is a large Board of Directors, representative 
of sections of the community as well as various business 
activities. There should be no further reason to say that 


the Association’s statement of its opinion is the result of 


the thinking of too few men. Rather, we should look for- 
ward to a period in which the Association will expand its 


activities in a progressive, positive way. 
There should be no need, hereafter, for anyone to claim 
that the Taxpayers’ Association is begative — just op- 


posed to spending money, for whatever purpose. For we 
confidently believe that the Board of Directors will show 
itself to be one of good judgment, approving where appro- 
val is best, disapproving only when a requested expendi- 
ture is too great or is not needed, The organization as 
now set up should be able to perform a real service for the 
town, as long as its members realize that they must not, 


again, earn the reputation of negative thinkers. 


Dollars and Sense 


Massachusetts ranks second in 
the United States in its number olf 
non-school public emplcyees, the 
Taxpayers Federation declares. 
Only New York, of all the 48 
States outstrips Massachusetts. 

A principal reason for exorbitant 
property tax rates in Massachu- 
setts is the high deyree of state 
and local services provided Bay 
State citizens. National employ- 
ment statistics provide a basic 
measure olf the extent of govern- 
mental services but they do not 
tell the complete story of zovern- 
ment costs. For example, wide 
differences exist among the states 
in average public salaries. 

high employment figure does 
not necessarily indicate more ex- 
tensive or elaborate services. It 


may sometimes mean a lower level 
of employee efficiency. In Massa- 
chusett’s case, it definitely in- 
dicates the effect of shorter work- 
ing hours for some employee 
groups, particularly in the protec- 
tion services, as compared with 
other states. 

In many major respects such as 
length of public payrolls for most 
services, shortness of working 
hours, value of fringe benefits, 
liberality of public assistance 
yrograms, the burdens on_ the 
Massachusetts tax structure are 
among the nation’s heaviest. This 
factor, in combination with the 
depreciated values of so much Way 
State real estate, readily accounts 
for the unprecedented level of 
Massachusetts property taxes.

Even so, according to the 1897 
law, betterment assessments for 
sewers are supposed to be charged, 
based on the estimated average 
cost of all sewers composing the 
system. 

Thus, through the one-third, two- 
thirds method, the Board explains 
that an equitable formula for paying 
the over-all cost of sewers can be 
obtained. The $9.10 per foot figure 
includes a front foot charge plus a 
charge based on the area of the lot.
